He proceeded to win first 
in the State Old Line competition, first at the Interstate contest at Chicago, and 
and although he failed to place at the National he ranked fourth asi a National Old 
Line speaker. He progressed to the finals in extemporaneous speaking, also, as a 
representative from Nebraska-Wesleyan.

The debate teams traveled four thousand miles this year while competing in four 
tournaments. The first was at Winfield; the second at Saint Thomas Invitational Tour- 
nament at Saint Paul, Minnesota; the third at Hastings, the State Debate Tournament; 
and the fourth in which Nebraska-Wesleyan competed was the National Pi Kappa 
Delta Tournament at Lexington, Kentucky. 


The first men’s team was undefeated in state competition winning ten straight 
rounds to capture the State Championship. They were also the next to last team to be 
defeated in the National Tournament. They ranked fifth of the one hundred and 
seventeen debate teams that were entered from over the entire United States. 


The women’s team won second in the State Tournament and was the last women’s 
team to be defeated at the Saint Thomas meet in which competition was mixed. They 
lost in the ninth round to the Saint Thomas men’s team, Minnesota State Champions. 


Both men’s and women’s second teams composed of Porter and Lane, Heiszenbuttel 
and Nelson won second in the State meet. 


Nebraska-Wesleyan sent the largest delegation to the State Tournament that it 
has ever sent. There were fourteen delegates competing, with six Wesleyan teams in 
the tournament.
